LONDON, June 3 (UP)—The 
Communists became undisputed 
rulers of Romania in name as 
well as in fact today 

The. Red-run national assembly 
kicked upstairs Monday night 
the non-Communist who since 
Mareh 6, 1945, has served con- 
veniently as their puppet pre- 
mier, Dr. Petru Groza, head of 
the so-called Plowmen’'s Front 
party 

Dr. Groza was named president 
of Romania, a post in which he 
will be no more than a figure- 
head

ly proclaimed as premier Gheor- 
ghiu-Dej secretary-general of 
the Communist. party—-or work

AFTER publicly announcing that. the

Farmers throughout British Columbia are battling one 
of the worst plagues of cutworms ever seen in British Co- 
lumbia, it was announced today by the Provincial Depart- 


ment-of Agriculture. 


The cutworms have taken a 
heavy toll of crops and plants on 
Vancouver Island and in farming 
areas on the mainland, horticul 
turists reported 
Damage is expected to amount 

thousands of dollars unless 
the plague is brought under con- 
trol immediately, they said

Wilkinson, entomologist, 
Canada department of agricul- 
ture, confirmed that the cut 
worms were “definitely a men 
ace.” 

As high as 22 bugs have been 
found on one plant, he said. Nor 
mally not more than two cut- 
worms are found around a single 
plant. 

Ben Hoy, provincial horticul- 
turist, reported that in farming 
areas’ at Lillooet and ‘Chase eut+ 
worm damage to tomato fields 
have been particularly heavy. 


In the Okanagan Valley 
cutworms have “mowed down” 
80 per cent of some crops 
Asparagus fields have suffered 
heavily from the pests.

Mr. Hoy said local growers and 
home gardeners have also suf

Several gardeners have re 
ported the cutworms wiped out

Maritime Motley at Ogden Point

Waterfront wanderers had 
the opportunity Monday to see 
four examples of ship-building 
changes since 1924. 

At Ogden Point were freight- 
ers ranging in age from one 
to 28 years. The oldest was 
Ss. Miguel de Larrinaga, a 
5,231-ton veteran owned by Lar- 
rinaga Steamship Co., Liver- 
pool, here to lift 800,000 feet of 
lumber for U.K, 

The ship was-built in Danzig, 
and is equipped for heavy lifts. 

Lying ahead of Miguel de 
Larrinaga was a Glasgow coal- 
burner, Dornoch, one of the 
last ships built by Lithgow’s of 
that port before the Second 
World War broke out in 1939. 

And the contrast of wartime 


speed-building was offered 
across the pier by Donaldson 
Line's Lakonia, here to dis- 
charge general cargo after 
leaving heavy machinery at 
Esquimalt. She is a Liberty 
ship, of 1944 vintage, christened 
Samtrusty. 

Showing what the modern 
ship-builder can do in the way 
of combining passenger com- 
fort and cargo capacity is the 
brand-new Pacific "Reliance, 
newest ship in the ‘Furness, 
Withy Pacific fleet.
